north by Colorado and Kansas, on th e east 
bv Missouri and Arkansas, on th e south by 
Tex as, comprising wh at is now known as th e 
Indian territory and th e public land strip, is 
created into a temporary government by th e 
name of Oklah oma: Provided, Th at noth ing 
in th is act sh all be construed to impair th e 
th e righ ts of person or property now pertain­ 
ing to th e Indians in sai 1 territory under th e 
laws imd treaties of th e United Staten. 
Th e ex ecutive power and auth ority in said 
territory of Oklah oma sh all be vested in a 
governor, wh o sh all h old office for four years, 
unless sooner removed by th e president of th e 
United States. Th e governor sh all reside 
with in said territory, and 
Khali be commander- 
in-ch ief of th e militia. He may grant pardons 
and respites for offenses against th e laws of 
said territory, and reprieves for offenses 
against th e laws of th e United States, until th e 
decision of th e president can be made 
known. 
He sh all commission all officers wh o 
sh all be appointed to office under th e laws of 
said territory, and sh all see th at th e laws be 
faith f ully ex ecuted. 
Th at th ere 
K h a li be a secretary of said ter­ 
ritory. wh o sh all h old office four years. 
In 
case of th e death , removal, resignation, or 
oth er necessary absence of th e governor from 
th e territory, th e secretary sh all h ave all th e 
powers and duties of th e governor. 
Th e legislative auth ority of said territory 
sh all be vested in th e governor and legislative 
assembly. Th e legislative assembly sh all con­ 
sist of a council and h ouse of representatives. 
Th e council sh all consist of th irteen mem­ 
bers, h aving th e qualifications of voters as 
h eriuafter prescribed, wh ose terms of service 
sh all continue two years. Th e h ouse of repre­ 
sentatives sh all consist of twenty-six mem­ 
bers, wh ich may be increased to th irty-nine, 
possessing th e same qualifications as pre­ 
scribed for members of th e council, and 
wh ose term of service sh all continue one yenr. 
An apportionment sh all be made by th e gov - 
ernor, giving to each section of th e territory 
r¿presentation in th e ratio of th eir popula­ 
tion as nearly as may be; and th e members 
of th e council and h ouse of representatives 
sh all reside in th e districts for wh ich th ey 
may be elected. Previous to th e first elec­ 
tion th e governor sh all cause a census of th e 
inh abitants of th e territory to be taken, and 
th e firf't election sh all be h eld as th e governor 
sh all direct; and h o sh all at th e same time de­ 
clare th e number of th e members of th e 
council and h ouse of representatives to 
wh ich each of th e counties or districts sh all 
be entitled. In case of a tie 
between 
two 
or 
more persons 
voted 
for, th e 
governor sh all 
order 
a 
new 
election; 
and th e persons th us elected to th e legislative 
assembly sh all meet at such place and on such 
day as th e governor sh all appoint; but th ere­ 
after th e time, place and manner of h olding 
and conducting elections by th e people, and 
th e apportioning th e representation sh all be 
prescribed by law, as weli as th e days of th e 
commencement of th e regular session of th e 
legislative assembly; no one session sh all ex ­ 
ceed forty days, ex cept th e first, wh ich may 
be ex tended to six ty « lays. 
Every male citizen of th e United States 
above th e age of 21 years, wh o sh all h ave 
been a resident 
of 
said 
territory for 
six ty days previous to th e first election, 
« h ail be entitled to vote, and sh all be eligible 
to h old any office in Paid territory. 
Th e legislative power of th e territory sh all 
ex tend to all righ tful subjects of legislation 
consistent with th e constitution of th e United 
States and th e provisions of th is act. 
All townsh ip, district and couuty offices 
not h erein oth erwise provided for, sh all be 
appointed or elected, as th e case may be, in 
such manner as sh all be provided by th e gov­ 
ernor and legislative assembly of th e terri­ 
tory, 
Th e governor sh all nominate and, by 
and with th e consent of th e council, appoint 
»11 officers not h erein oth erwise provided for. 
Th ere sh all be establish ed a district court 
for said territory, with th e civil and criminal 
jurisdiction of district courts of th e United 
States, and a district judge sh all be appointed 
for said territory, wh o sh all reside th erein, 
and h old at least two terms of court, at times 
and places named by th e governor. 
He is 
also directed to h old such special sessions as 
mav be necessary for th e dispatch of th e 
business. 
Th ere sh all be appointed for th e ter­ 
ritory a marsh al, wh o sh all h old h is office 
four years. 
He sh all perform th e duties 
and be subject to th e same regulations as oth er 
marsh als in oth er territories. Th ere sh all 
also be appointed an attorney for said terri­ 
tory’ and a clerk of th e district court,wh o sh all 
continue in office for four years. 
Th e governor, secretary, district judge, at­ 
torney, clerk and marsh al sh all be nominated 
and by and with th e advice and consent of th e 
semite ippointed by th e president of th e 
United States. 
Th e governor, attorney, judge, marsh al 
and clerk provided for in th is act sh all re­ 
ceive th e fees of office establish ed by law as 
in similar offices under th e laws of th e United 
States. Th ey sh all receive th e following an­ 
nual salaries: Th e governor, # ¡2,500; th e 
attorney, $ 2,500; th e marsh al, $ 2,000; th e 
judge, $ 2,500, and th e clerk $ 2,000, pay­ 
able to th em quarterly. 
Th e district judge, 
marsh al and district attorney sh all be paid 
th eir actual necessary ex penses wh en travel­ 
ing in disch arge of th e official duties, and 
th e said clerk, marsh al and district attorney 
sh all respectively ex ecute a bond, with sure­ 
ties of $ 10,000. 
Th e 
legislative 
assembly 
of 
th e 
territory of Oklah oma sh all h old its first ses­ 
sion at such time and place as th e governor 
sh allap].point, and at said first session, or as 
soon th ereafter as ex pedient, th e governor and 
legislative assembly sh all locate th e seat of 
government for said 
territory, subject to 
ch ange. 
A delegate to th e h ouse of representatives 
of th e United States may be elected, wh o 
sh all be entitled to th e same righ ts as oth er 
delegates from th e oth er territories. Th e first 
election sh all be h eld as th e governor sh all 
direct, and at all subsequent elections th e 
time, places and manner of h olding sh all be 
prescribed by law. 
Until oth erwise provided by law, th e gov­ 
ernor may appoint th e times and places for 
h olding th e courts in said territory. 
Th e constitution and all laws of th e United 
States wh ich are not locally inapplicable sh all 
h ave th e same effect in th e territory of Okla­ 
h oma as elsewh ere in th e United States; pro­ 
vided, th at noth ing in th is act sh nll be con­ 
strued to interfere with th e local governments 
of any of th e Indian tribes wh ich may now 
be provided for by th e laws and treaties of 
th e United States. 
Th e unoccupied portions of th e lauds ceded 
to th e United States by th e Creeks and Semi- 
noles by th e treaties of June 14, 1866, and 
March 21, 1866, for wh ich full compensa­ 
tion h as been paid to said Indian tribes by 
th e United States in compliance with th e 
terms of said treaties, and th e section of 
country lying between Kansas, Colorado and 
Tex as, known as th e public land strip, are 
h ereby declared to be part of th e public do­ 
main of th e United States, and sh all be open­ 
ed to settlement under th e operation of th e 
h omestead laws; provided, th at th e six teenth 
and th irty-six th sections of said lands sh all 
be reserved for sch ool purposes. 
Th e presi­ 
dent may direct a land office to be opened in 
euch teiritory and th e commissioner of th e 
general laud office sh all, wh en directed by th e 
president, cause th e various portions of said t 


territory to be properly surveyed and sub-di­ 
vide« !, wh ere th e same h as not already been 
done, th e trae intent and meaning of th is act 
being to open th at portion of th e public do­ 
main known as th e public land strip, tli'j un­ 
occupied portions of th e lands ceded to th e 
1 nited States by th e Creeks and Seminó les 
by th e treaties aforesaid, aud all oth er por­ 
tions of th e territory of Oklah oma by th is act 
organized wh ich may h ereafter be acquired 
by agreements with th e various tribes of In­ 
dians, to actual settlement under th e h ome­ 
stead laws, with out th e privilege of commuta­ 
tion for cash , and not under pre-emption 
laws or any oth er law’ or laws wh atsoever; 
and it is h ereby made th e duty of th e com­ 
missioner of th e general land office to care­ 
fully ex amine each claim before issuing a 
patent to th e claimant, aud if it sh all ap­ 
pear th at said h omestead was not taken in 
good faith , h e sh all refuse a patent and sh all 
declare all prior proceedings in such case to 
be void; and all leases of any lands belonging 
to th e United States or h eld in common by 
any of th e Indian tribes with in th e territory 
of Oklah oma, as organized by th is act, 
wh eth er controlled by persons, corporations 
or oth ers, ex cept such leases as are h eld for 
th e purpose of cultivating th e soil strictly for 
farming purposes, are h ereby declared void 
and contrary to public policy.” 
Th e president of th e United States is 
h ereby 
directed 
to 
appoint 
with th e 
consent of 
th e 
senate 
a 
commission 
of five persons, two from th e army and th ree 
from th e service of th e land and Indian divi­ 
sions of th e interior department, to enter into 
negotiations with th e several Indian tribes 
with in th e limits of Oklah oma territory for 
th e purpose of procuring th e assignment of 
lands in severalty and th e purch ase by th e 
United States of th e relinquish ed and unoc­ 
cupied lands. 
Th e powers of said commis­ 
sion sh all ex tend to all matters relating to th e 
settlement of th e Indians on h omesteads and 
to th eir education, civilization, and citizen­ 
sh ip. 
It sh all be unlawful for any person to di­ 
rectly or indirectly procure any persons to 
settle upon said lands with a view to after­ 
wards ac« piiring title to said lands from said 
occupants. 
Th at portion of th e act of congress ap­ 
proved July 27. 1886, wh ich granted to th e 
Atlantic & Pacific railway company a portion 
of th e lands lying with in th e territory organ­ 
ized by th is act, is h ereby repealed. 
Six per cent interest is h ereby declared th e 
lawful rate in said territory, and all contracts 
requiring th e payment of a greater rate sh all 
be void and be a forfeiture of all interest 
th erein contracted to be paid, lief erred to 
th e committee on Indian affairs.

W a s h i n gt on , Jan. 2 1 .—By special ap­ 
pointment th e delegates from th e water-ways 
convention were ush ered into th e president s 
reception room sh ortly after 1 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon. 
Representative Warner, of 
Kansas City, presented each of th e delegates, 
and at ter h e h ad done so remarked th at th is 
was th e pleasant part of th e mission. “We 
h ave also a matter of duty to perform, Mr. 
President.” h e said, “and th at is to suggest 
th at th e gentlemen present, as delegates from 
th e St. Paul, Kansas City and New Orleans 
W ater-ways conventions, represent over 20,- 
000,000 of th e bread winners and wealth 
produceis of th e nation. 
We are h ere to en­ 
list th e legislative and ex ecutive branch es of 
th e government in th e interest of th e develop­ 
ment of th e natural h igh ways of th e country, 
and by th is improvement to place th em in a 
position to control th e artificial roads of 
transportation for th e protection of th e grain, 
meat, sugar and cotton producing sections of 
our country.” 
Th e president was very pleasant in h is 
greeting of th e delegates and replied in a 
manner to convey th e impression th at h e felt 
friendly to th e improvement of water-ways. 
He said in reply to Major Warner th at h e re­ 
cognized th e importance of th e work. 
Th en 
h e went on to ex plain wh y h e h ad made no 
reference in h is message to th e improvement 
of rivers, 
(rood h umoredly and frankly h e 
said h e ex pected to be criticised for th at 
omission. Th e subject was omitted, not by 
reason of any unfriendliness to river and 
h arbor improvements, but because th ere w ere 
so many matters demanding h is attention and 
because of th e furth er fact th at h e h ad not 
given th e question th at consideration h e 
wish ed and h e made it a rule not to write on 
a « question until h e understood it. Major 
Warner suggested th e wish h ad been ex pressed 
by th e friends of river and h arbor improve­ 
ments th at th e president would see fit to call 
th e attention of congress to th is subject by a 
special message. Mr. Cleveland did not reply 
th at h e would or would not do th is. 
He said 
someth ing about th e demands upon h is time 
w h ich seemed to preclude giving th e nec­ 
essary consideration to th is 
matter, but 
reiterated h is friendliness to th e work aud h is 
appreciation of its importance. 
He went on 
to say h e th ough t th at some uniform plan for 
th e improvement of th e larger rivers sh ould 
be adopted and th at th e plan sh ould be fol­ 
lowed with energy to a systematic completion. 
If weak points were left or th e work was 
done in piecemeal it migh t result in a great 
waste of th e public money. 
It was a princi­ 
ple th at a ch ain could not be stronger th an 
th e weakest link, and so it would be with a 
system of improvement th at would leave 
weak and unprotected places in th e rivers. 
Major Warner replied: “Your views as ex ­ 
pressed, Mr. President, I am h appy to state, 
are in entire accord with th e recommendations 
of th e conventions wh ich th ese gentlemen 
represent. 
I t is a th orough and systematic 
im p rove m e nt 
of our water ways th at we 
ask.” 
In th e course of th e informal ch at th e pres­ 
ident was assured th at th e delegation h ad no 
suggestions to make in regard to officers. Mr. 
Cleveland laugh ed and said it was a pleasure 
in th ese days to meet a delegation of th is 
kind. 
After with drawing from th e Wh ite h ouse th e 
delegates h ad a meeting, ami on th e sugges­ 
tion of th e New Orleans members a vote of 
th anks was ex tended to Major Warner for h is 
courtesies. 
A very ex cellent impression was 
made upon th e rivers and h arbors committeo 
by th e speakers.
